No. INS.I-2(l)-l/57 — The following draft of ceitain 
amendments to the Employee^ 7 State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees 7 State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees 7 State Insurance 
Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), is published as required by Sub- 
section (1) of the said Section for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the draft amendments will be taken into con- 
sidration on or after the 26th February 1958. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft amendments 
before the date specified will be considered by the said 
Corporation, 

Draft amendments to the Employees' State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 

(1) Regulation 26, Contribution Cards to be sent to 
Regional Office — (i) In clause (c) of Regulation 26, the 
full-stop at the end shall be replaced by a semi-colon, 

(ii) The following words shall be inserted as clause (d) 
of the said regulation: 

“within 15 days of the date of permanent closure of 
the factory”. 

(2) After Regulation 76-A, the following regulation shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“Regulation 76-B : — Commutation of small periodical 
payments of Permanent Disablement Benefit, 


(4) For the purpose of this regulation the date of pos* 
sible option shall mean: — 

(i) in the case of a person who, on the date on which 
this regulation comes into force, is in receipt ot 
permanent disablement benefit covered by sul> 
regulation (i), the date of coming into force of this 
regulation, 

(ii) in the case of any other insured person the date 
on which assessment of Permanent Disablement 
covered by sub-regulation (i) is communicated tc 
him by the appropriate Regional Office. 

(5) The amount of lump sum admissible under this 
regulation shall be determined by multiplying, the daily 
rate of permanent disablement benefit by the figure indi- 
cated in Col. 2 of Schedule III to these Regulations, corres- 
ponding to the age last birthday of the insured person on 
the date on which his application for commutation is re- 
ceived ini the appropriate office and on and from that date 
periodical payments of Permanent Disablement Benefit 
shall cease to be payable to him, 

(3) Regulation 105. Further certificates- For the words 
“on receipt of not less than three clear days 7 notice in 
writing given”, the words “on being so required in writing 
or otherwise 77 shall be substituted. 

(4) Form 1. ( Regulations 11 & 12) Declaration Form^— 

(a) For the entry lor ‘‘Date 17 , above the words “Signature 
and thumb impression of the employee 77 the words “Date 
of appointment 77 shall be substituted. 

(b) Below the entry for the “Date of appointment 77 as 
above, an entry for “Date of signing the Form 77 , shall be 
added, 

(c) The Temporary Identification Certificate part of the 
form shall be replaced by the following namely: —

(1) An insured person whose permanent disablement has 
been finally assessed and is exclusively due to one or more 
employment injuries listed in Schedule I to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1923 (VIII of 1923), and who has 
been awarded permanent disablement benefit at less than 
two annas per day, may apply for commutation of the 
periodical payments of Permanent Disablement Benefit 
into a lump sum. 


(2) Where such an application is made within 6 month 
of the date on whach he can opt for commutation here 
after called the date of possible option 77 the perfodica 
payments shall be commuted into a lump sum. 

(3) Where such an application is made after expiry of 
months from the date of possible option, the periodical pay
